Howson  Wallace   Blanton 

Tile  death  uf  \\allace  Blautou,  Class  of  '12,  wIulIi 
occurred  on  December  12,  brought  sorrow  to  his  wide 
circle  of  friends  and  to  his  many  patients.  He  was  a 
physician  of  unusual  ability,  and  the  care  which  he  de- 
voted to  his  patients  knew  no  bounds:  they  were  always 
his  first  thought  and  consideration.  Only  those  who 
looked  to  him  for  medical  attention  fully  appreciated 
what  his  care,  thoughtfulness.  aud  skill  meant.  They 
had  in  him  the  greatest  faith,  and  many  of  them 
regarded  him  with  deep  affection.  His 
manner  with  them  inspired  confidence 
and  brought  them  cheer  and  comfort. 

During  the  four  years  he  spent  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  he  took  an  active 
part  in  college  life — in  the  social  field 
as  well  a.s  in  athletics  and  other  col- 
lege activities.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Pi  Kappa  Al]iha  fraternity  and 
of  other  organizations.  He  was  an 
athlete  of  well-rounded  proficiency, 
playing  on  the  football,  baseball,  and 
basketball  teams,  and  captained  all 
three  his  senior  year.  He  was  espe- 
cially noted  for  his  football  prowess. 

After  his  graduation  from  Hamp- 
den-Sydney with  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Arts,  he  entered  Columbia 
University,  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  where  he  received  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1918. 
He  was  also  interne  at  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  in  New  York  City.  He  began 
the  practice  of  medicine  almost  im- 
mediately, and  was  associated  with  his 
father.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Blanton,  who 
until  his  death  in  1949  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  90  was  an 
eminent  physician  of  Kichmond.  Wyndhani  B.  Blanton. 
Class  of  '10,  graduated  two  years  before  his  brother 
Wallace;  he,  too,  was  and  is  an  able  physician  in  Rich- 
mond. He  also  was  associated  with  his  father,  with  of- 
fices in  the  same  liuilding  on  West  Franklin  Street 
where  Wallace  had  his  offices  for  many  years. 

Though  Dr.  Charles  A.  Blanton  was  never  a  student 
at  Hamiiden-Sydney.  he  was  long  a  memlier  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  College  never  had  a  better 
or  more  loyal  friend.  This  loyalty  aud  friendship  for 
the  College  was  shared  by  his  two  doctor  sons.  Wallace 
kept  up  a  lively  interest,  was  always  ready  to  contri- 
bute to  the  cause  of  the  College,  and  was  a  frequent 
visitor  to  the  campus.  He  was  an  active  and  energetic 
president  of  the  Ham])den-Sydney  Alumni  Association, 
and  headed  the  Alumni  Fund. 

The  first  World  War  was  on  when  Wallace  Blanton 
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received  his  medical  degree,  and  he  was  soon  serving  in 
tile  Army  Jledical  Corps  as  first  lieutenant.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Riclimoud  Academy  of  Medicine,  of 
the  Medical  Society  of  Virginia,  the  Southern  Medical 
Society,  and  the  American  Medical  Association.  Among 
other  organizations  to  which  he  belonged  were  the  So- 
ciety of  the  Cincinnati,  the  Commonwealth  Club,  the 
Countrv  Club  of  Virginia,  and  the  Societv  of  Colonial 
Wars.  ' 

He  had  a  t-ountry  house  "Springdale''  in  Matthews 
County,  and  suffered  a  heart  attack  there  several  months 
before  his  death.  In  the  early  summer 
of  19.5T  he  took  a  world  cruise  on 
a  freighter,  and  near  the  end  of  his 
trip  he  was  stricken  with  a  severe  heart 
attack.  As  a  consequence,  he  was 
in  a  hospital  in  Alexandria,  Egypt, 
for  nearly  two  mouths,  and  from  there 
was  flown  home,  (iaine  to  the  end.  he 
went  back  to  a  limited  jn'actice.  but 
never  completely  recovered. 

He  is  survived  l)y  his  wife,  Mrs. 
.lanet  Wicker  Blanton:  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  Bettv  Wallace  Cook:  a  sister, 
iliss  Elizabeth  S.  Blanton:  his 
brother.  Dr.  Wyudham  B.  Blanton : 
and  four  grandchildren. 

In  his  j'assing  his  ]irofession  lias 
lost  an  outstanding  jihysician,  the  city 
of  Richmond  a  citizen  of  great  worth 
and  usefulness,  and  his  friends  and 
])atients  one  whom  they  will  sorely 
miss. 

Two  .sons  of  Dr.  Wyndham  B. 
Blanton  and  nephews  of  Dr.  Wallace 
Blanton — Wyndham  B.  Blanton.  Jr.. 
'41.  and  Frank  ilcFaden  Blanton. 
"43 — are  successful  ])ractitioners  of  medicine  in  Rich- 
mond, and  another  son.  Charles  A.  Blanton.  11,  '44,  is 
a  prominent  Richmond  attorney.  It  will  be  observed 
how  generations  of  the  Blanton  family  have  freely  given 
of  themselves,  to  the  medical  profession,  and  to  the 
care  and  aid  of  suft'erins  humanitv.

►  "Faced  with  rapidly  mounting  enrollments,  in  which 
pupils  must  increasingly  compete  for  places,  it  now 
appears  that  the  colleges  may  begin  again  to  exert  pres- 
sure to  predetermine  what  the  high  schools  shall  teach. 
The  high  schools  have  long  maintained  that  their  edu- 
cational progTam  should  not  be  confine<l  to  college 
]ireparatory  studies,  that  their  success  should  be  judged 
on  a  basis  broader  than  tiie  success  of  their  graduates 
at  the  university.  ...  A  new  circumstance  prevails 
which  may  alter  the  debate.  A  recent  report  from  the 
U.  S.  Office  of  Education  states  that  of  flie  hi(/li  school 
f/raduates  of  last  spring,  sUi/litly  over  50%  [a.-tually 
53.1%]  rvent  on  io  some  form  of  post-high  school  edu- 
cation. For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  education  in 
this  country,  and  perha])s  anywhere  in  the  world,  a 
majority  of  high  school  graduates  are  continuing  their 
schooling.  This  renders  obsolete  the  argument  that  'the 
majority  of  our  youth  do  not  go  to  college'  as  a  basis 
for  justifying  the  high  school  jirogram."

A  Good  Try  By  A  Charter  Trustee 

In  Paul  Leicester  Ford's  edition  of  The  \VorL:s  uf 
ThoiiKis  Jeffernon  (volume  VI.  page  33)  there  may  be 
found  a  letter  containing  the  following  intrigiiing 
words :  "Mr.  Henry  at  the  present  session  made  an 
unsuccessful  attempt  to  get  a  portion  of  the  revenues 
of  Wm.  &  Mary  transferred  to  Hampden-Sydney.  .  ." 

The  letter  dated  Decendjer  14,  1789,  and  addressed 
to  William  Short,  shows  to  what  lengths  the  early 
trustees  went  in  order  to  insure  the  stability  of  the 
youthful  institution  I  (_)ur  current  efforts  to  procure 
funds  are  strenuous,  but  we  assure  our  good  friends  in 
Williamsburg  that  we  no  longer  have  designs  on  them. 

Academic  Mittnpsintiis  To  Be  Avoided 

According  to  a  book  review,  the  current  volume. 
Niiming  Day  in  Eden,  by  Xoah  Jonathan  Jacobs,  calls 
attention  to  the  word  nninipsimus.  As  the  story  is  told, 
and  it  is  a  story  confirmed  in  my  own  Webster 
unabridged,  a  medieval  monk  was  detected  saying 
nniinpsimus  instead  of  suiiip.'iimus  for  'Sve  have  re- 
ceived". He  defended  himself  by  declaring  his  preference 
for  mumpsimiis,  which  he  had  been  saying  for  thirty 
years,  and  sneered  at  the  novel  way  of  doing  things. 
Whereupon  inuinpsimuff  became  a  part  of  our  language 
meaning  hard-headed  ''adherence  to  outmoded  ways  in 
the  face  of  the  clearest  evidence  that  such  ways  arc 
ob.solete.'"  (  I  look  forward  to  reading  the  liook,  whii-li 
I  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  see.)

guarding  against  what  might  be  termed  academic 
iiniiiipsinius.  While  clinging  to  the  proven  objectives,  we 
do  not  hesitate  to  accept  new  ways  of  doing  things  if 
they  are  clearly  better.

Financial  Aid 

Within  the  last  few  months  several  endowed  scholar- 
shi])s  have  been  established  or  a])]ireciably  increased  in 
caiiital  value.  Mrs.  John  Calvin  Metcalf  of  Charlottes- 
ville. Virginia,  lias  added  to  the  l?ead-Lancaster  scholar- 
ship. Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Warren  W.  Hobbie 
of  Roanoke,  an  endowed  scholarship  has  been  estab- 
lished. It  has  been  named  for  the  donor.  Miss  Eliza  I. 
Tynes  and  Miss  Frances  M.  Tynes  of  Tazewell  have 
initiated  a  scholarship  in  honor  of  their  brother.  Dr. 
Achilles  L.  Tynes.  for  many  years  a  devoted  trustee  of 
the  college.  I  have  already  indicated  my  deep  gratitude 
for  the  Harry  G.  Thayer  Memorial  Scholarshij). 

Detailed  notices  of  these  and  other  new  grants  ha\e 
appeared  elsewhere,  but  I  cannot  help  registering  mv 
personal  appreciation  of  what  will  become  permanent 
memorials  to  worthy  individuals  and  at  the  same  time 
provide  aid  to  students  who  need  the  distinctive  .sort  of 
training  available  at  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

Happy  Fulfillment  Of  A  Nineteenth  Century  Re- 
quest 

Although  notice  appears  in  another  page  of  The 
RiccoRD.  I  would  like  to  report  that  the  annual  grant 
from  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  of  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia in  a  sense  represents  the  happy  outcome  of  a 
petition  dated  1803.  At  that  time,  Hampden-Sydney 
College  and  an  institution  over  in  the  valley,  which  will 
be  nameless,  presented  rival  requests  to  the  Society  of 
the  Cincinnati  for  certain  capital  funds  then  admini- 
stered by  that  organization.  We  lost  in  f  803 :  we  suc- 
ceeded in  1958.  We  do  thank  the  Honorable  Walter  S. 
Robertson,  Mr.  Samuel  Bemiss.  and  other  officials  of 
the  Virginia  Branch. 

An  Apt  Summary  Of  The  Liberal  Arts  Program 

At  a  luncheon  recently  an  alumnus,  high  in  the  legal 
profession,  was  pondering  the  answer  to  my  question 
about  his  training  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  as 
preparation  for  his  work  in  law  school.

And  I  refer  you  to  a  grand  appraisal  of  the  liberal 
arts  college  in  general  and  Hampden-Sydney  in  partic- 
ular in  the  Petersburg  Progress-Inde.r,  for  Sunday,  No- 
vember 16,  1958,  under  the  heading  "The  Idler's 
Column."  Written  by  James  G.  Scott,  class  of  1909.

They  are  excellent  and  are  greatly  ap- 
preciated. 
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Campaigns,  Past,  Present,  And  Future 

As  to  the  pastj  I  have  already  made  reference  to 
Patrick  Henry's  reputed  attempt  to  tnrn  the  William 
and  Mary  College  revenues  in  the  direction  of  Prince 
Edward  C'ounty.  Recently  1  read  the  minutes  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  April  11,  1777,  and  discovered  the 
authorization  of  a  lottery  and  the  further  venture  of 
appointing  memhers  of  the  Board  "to  Sollicit  donations 
from  the  Publick,"  all  for  capital  improvements.  Games 
of  chance,  no  matter  how  worthy  the  objectives,  and 
archaic  spellings  have  both  been  abandoned  in  the  in- 
terests of  public  morals  and  private  taste. 

At  the  present  time  the  campaign  of  the  Synod  of 
Virginia  for  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Mary  Baldwin 
College,  and  Campus  Christian  Life  is  well  under  way. 
All  alumni  who  are  communicants  in  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia are  urged  to  support  this  drive,  which  ends  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1959. 

Under  the  head  of  future  campaigns  I  remind  you 
that  there  will  be  a  college-administered  campaign  be- 
ginning March  1st,  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
synod  campaign,  and  ending  June  30,  1959.  Alumni 
who  have  not  made  their  investment  in  the  synod  cam- 
paign and  our  other  friends  will  be  approached. 
Organization  has  not  been  completed  at  the  time  this 
page  is  being  written,  but  alumni  will  be  given  op- 
portunities to  help  in  this  all-important  enterprise.

In 
recognition  not  just  of  the  length  of  his  service  but  of 
the  value  of  his  services  to  the  College  and  its  stu- 
dents during  those  years,  the  Alumni  Association  at  its 
morning  meeting  on  Homecoming  Day.  October  11. 
presented  to  the  College  a  portrait  of  Dr.  Winston.  The 
paintins'  was  l)v  David  Silvette  of  Kichmond.  The 
Reverend  Dr.  F'.  il.  Allen.  '94.  Dr.  Winston's  college 
roommate,  made  the  presentation,  and  Peter  Winston 
Gilmer,  five-year-old  great-grandson  of  Dr.  Winston, 
unveiled  the  portrait. 

Dr.  Allen  said  that  the  aluuuii  hatl  felt  called  upon  to 
commemorate  properly  Dr.  Winston's  fifty  years  as  pro- 
fessor, and  expressed  the  ])elief  that  the  portrait  would 
serve  as  an  inspiration  to  stndents  for  hard  and  faith- 
fid  M'ork.

In  accepting  the  painting  for  the  College,  President 
Joseph  C.  Robert  paid  tribute  to  it  as  a  handsome  work 
of  art,  as  a  tribute  to  an  individual  whose  services  had 
been  so  eloquently  described,  and  as  an  occasion  for 
acclaiming  at  Hampden-Sydney  the  gTeat  teacher — the 
dedicated,  eiTective  teacher,  who  embodied  wisdom, 
knowledge,  and  learning,  not  merely  facts. 

An  honor  guest  for  the  presentation,  of  course,  was 
Dr.  AVinston  himself,  with  faithful  pipe  and  surrounded 
by  many  members  of  his  family  and  friends. 


Another  feature  of  the  meeting  was  Dr.  Robert's  re- 
port on  Hampden-Sydney 's  ten-million-dollar  develop- 
ment program.  "It  is  not  intended  in  the  least,"  he  said, 
"to  change  the  College  from  its  present  status  as  a 
small,  liberal  arts,  church-related,  non-ta.x-supported  in- 
stitution." The  development  plans  have  been  long  in 
the  making  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  "They  are  flexible  plans,  and  alumni  will  be 
consulted  about  them  in  the  major  changes  as  well  as  in 
the  minutiae."  He  gave  assurance  that  the  architectural 
harmony  of  the  campus  would  be  preserved,  and  added 
that  "above  all  the  planning  is  our  aim  to  preserve  the 
heart  of  the  educational  process,  the  happy,  effectual 
professor-student  relationship." 

Brief  remarks  were  made  by  Senator  William  B. 
Spong,  '41.  of  Portsmouth,  chairman  of  the  Alumni 
Fund,  and  Hugh  (Billy)  Powell.  '32,  of  Petersburg. 
Homecoming  chairman.  Senator  S})ong  pointed  out  that 
the  increase  in  contributors  to  the  fund  from  37  per 
cent  the  previous  year  to  40  ]3er  cent  last  year  was  one 
of  the  largest  among  U.  S.  colleges.  Mr.  Powell  quoted 
a  remark  of  the  president  of  the  Petersburg  Rotary 
Club  in  reference  to  the  Hampden-Sydney  supporters 
in  attendance  at  the  Emory  and  Henry  football  game 
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in  Petersburg,  that  "he  had  never  seen  as  fine,  clean-eut 
a  group  of  spectators  at  a  football  game." 

Also  present  on  the  platform  was  Lewis  G.  Chewuiug, 
'2T,  of  Kifhmond.  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
E.  T.  Maben,  '27.  of  Eichmond.  president  of  the  Alumni 
.\ssociiition.  moilerated  the  meeting.  The  Hanipden- 
Sydney  (ilee  tUub.  directed  by  Dean  T.  E.  Crawley.  "41. 
sang  three  sacred  songs  in  good  early-season  form. 

Following  adjournment,  luncheon  was  served  on  the 
lawn  of  Yenable  Hall  to  1.200  guests.  They  were  en- 
tertained Ijy  tile  Halifax  County  High  School  Band, 
again  brought  to  the  campus  for  the  Homecoming  foot- 
ball game  by  the  Halifax  Alumni  Chapter. 

At  this  point,  it  is  sad  to  have  to  report  that  the  foot- 
ball game  with  Sewanee,  focal  event  of  the  afternoon, 
was  lost  by  a  score  of  44-20.  It  should  be  noted,  though, 
that  Hampden-Sydney  scored  more  points  against 
Sewanee,  which  went  through  an  undefeated  season, 
than  all  the  rest  of  the  Tennesseans"  opponents  com- 
bined.

H-S   Senior  Wins   Rhodes 
Scholarship 

John  Lu.ster  Brinkley.  '5!'.  was  one  of  four  college 
men  recently  winning  Khodes  Scholarships  in  the  south- 
eastern area.  There  were  twelx'e  competitors  in  this 
region,  two  each  from  the  states  of  Virginia,  ISTorth 
Carolina.  South  Carolina.  Georgia,  Florida,  and  Ten- 
nessee. The  final  interviews  were  held  in  Atlanta  on 
December  20,  and  the  announcement  of  the  winners 
came  through  that  evening. 

Earlier  in  the  week  he  had  been  chosen  in  Eichmond 
as  one  of  two  representatives  from  the  state  of  Virginia. 
There  were  eight  other  candidates  in  this  competition. 
Mr.  Brinkley  is  the  first  Ham]>den-Sydney  student  to 
be  awarded  a  Ehodes.  When  the  news  reached  the  Col- 
lege late  that  Saturday,  jidjilation  spread  about  the 
Hill  such  as  might  he  imagined  some  hundred  years  ago 
when  in  1840  William  Henry  Harrison,  Class  of  1791, 
was  elected  president  of  the  United  States. 

Each  winner  receives  a  $2,100  two-year  scholarship  to 
Oxford  University  in  England.  Mr.  Brinkley  will  con- 
tinue work  there  in  Latin  and  Greek,  his  chief  fields  of 
interest  in  high  school  and  college. 

He  is  the  son  of  Commander  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  Brinkley, 
now  residing  in  Charlotte.  North  Carolina.  He  attended 
(iranby  High  School  in  Xorfolk  and  was  graduated  fi'om 
Fairfax  High  School  in  Fairfax.  Virginia.  In  high 
school  he  was  the  winner  of  the  State  Latin  Tourna- 
ment and  of  the  State  Latin  Essay  contest.  At  Hamp- 
den-Sydney he  has  been  outstandingly  brilliant  in 
scholarship  and  prominent  in  various  extra-curricular 
activities,  lie  is  currently  ]n'esident  nf  the  Union- 
Pbilanthi'opic  Literary  Society,  president  of  the  Debate 
Council  and  Tau  Kappa  Al])ha,  forensic  fraternity, 
iind  \ice  ])resident  of  Etii  Sigma  Phi,  classical  frater- 
nity, lie  was  elected  this  fall  to  mend)eri3hip  in 
Omicron   Delta   Kappa,  niitioiial   leadership   society.   He 


has  won  first  place  in  the  nation-wide  Satterfield  Latin 
Translation  Contest,  and  was  a  prize-winner  in  the 
national  essay  contest  conducted  by  Eta  Sigma  Phi. 

When  questioned  by  a  Eichmond  reporter  as  to  the 
secret  of  his  scholastic  success,  ilr.  Brinkley  quipped, 
■'Self-denial  is  the  essence  of  scholarship."' 

He  will  undoubtedly  fit  well  into  the  English  scene. 
He  was  the  first  .student  to  introduce,  or  reintroduce, 
at  Hampden-Sydney  the  big  black  umbrella,  Neville 
Chamberlain  style.  And  it  is  easy  for  his  many  friends, 
the  students  and  residents  of  Hampden-Sydney  who 
have  observed  him  on  his  regular  walks  down  the  Via 
Sacra,  through  the  purlieu  of  Black  Bottom,  and  into 
the  adjacent  forests,  to  visualize  him  strolling  along 
the  banks  of  the  Isis  m'  througli  the  Christ  Church 
Meadows,  cane  in  hand.

H-S    Representatives    at    World 
Trade   Conference 

(The  following  acrouiil  inis  irrUten  by  two  Hainpden- 
Sydney  students  ivorkiiKj  in  econoiuics.  Willinni  U. 
Waters,  'GO,  and  Jacques  Deshons,  '59.) 

On  Thursday  and  Friday,  October  IG  and  IT,  the 
Tenth  Annual  World  Trade  Conference  was  held  at  the 
Hotel  Chamberlin,  Old  Point  Comfort,  Va.  Student  and 
faculty  representatives  from  colleges  in  Virginia  and 
adjoining  states  were  invited  to  attend.  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  was  represented  by  Bill  Waters. 
Jacques  Deshons,  both  students,  and  E.  K.  Dix,  in- 
structor in  economics. 

The  first  morning  was  devoted  to  the  reports  of  the 
dift'erent  conference  comuiittees.  At  this  time  the  pur- 
pose of  the  conference  was  stressed.  It  was  to  jiromote 
tile  ports  of  Virginia  and  thereby  to  ]n-omote  the 
economy  of  Virginia.  It  was  pointed  out  that  Hampton 
Roads  led  the  country  in  the  amount  of  tonnage  ex- 
ported in  1957.  But  it  was  felt  by  all  that  promotional 
efl'orts  directed  at  increasing  this  volume  would  pay  off 
in  higher  income  and  a  higher  standard  of  living  in 
the  Virginia  economy.  .  .  . 

The  following  morning  a  symjiosium  was  held,  at 
which  the  general  topic  was  ''Tlie  Hot  and  Cold  War 
in  International  Trade''.  The  main  question  debated 
was,  how  must  we  prepare  to  meet  the  challenge  created 
by  the  common  market  now  being  formed  in  Europe? 
Must  we  change  our  present  trade  ])olicy?  It  w.is  con- 
i^luded  that  it  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  United 
States  to  have  a  strong  Europe  formed  both  politically 
and  economically.  The  nations  that  would  be  included 
in  this  connnon  market  are  France.  Germany,  Belgium. 
Holland,  Luxemburg,  and  Italy,  consisting  of  l(i8  mil- 
lion peo|>le.  If  this  common  market  is  successful,  it 
should  im])rove  the  standard  of  living  of  these  coun- 
tries, and  by  then  the  United  States  could  concentrate 
its  efforts  on  the  undeveloped  countries  and  thus  meet 
the  Russian  challenge  and  jii'event  its  spreading  in- 
rtuence  in  Europe. 

A  great  amount  of  discussion  was  directed  at  the 
Russian  challenge.  It  was  pointed  out  that  we  must  un- 
derstand it  is  very  difficult  to  achieve  good  trading 
relations  because  trade  under  Russian  socialism  is  xm- 
(ler  the  direction  of  the  government,  wliile  it  is  in  pii- 
vate  hands  in  the  United  States. 

Russia  is  becoming  an  important  trading  nation.  Its 
trade  has  increased  ten  times  since  1938.  and  is  now 
.$4,000,000,000,  but  it  is  true  that  three-fourths  of  it  is 
within  the  Communist  area.  Between  1955  and  195() 
Russia  had  made  a  tremendous  eft'ort  to  aid  the  un- 
developed  countries,  especially  Egyiit   and    India. 

Friday  afternoon  there  was  a  forum  in  which  the  stu- 
dents asked  questions  of  the  ]ianel.  The  main  con- 
clusions brought  out  by  the  ])anel  in  answering  the 
questions  were : 

(1)  We  nmst  obtain  better  leadership  in  our  i-ela- 
tions  with  foreign  nations  : 

(2)  Better  understanding  of  the  advantages  of 
eign  trade; 

(3)  Strive  to  achieve  a  free  nmrket ; 


for- 
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(4)  AVe  must  learn  to  understand  the  [iroblems  of 
foreigners  in  order  to  increase  our  trade. 

One  of  the  problems  discussed  in  this  forum  in  rela- 
tion to  the  improvement  of  leadership  was  the  lack  of 
college  courses  in  foreign  trade  in  our  country  and  the 
shortage  of  trained  personnel  in  economics. 

The  conference  was  concluded  with  the  annual  ban- 
quet, at  which  the  Ambassador  of  Norway  to  the  United 
States,  Paul  Gruda  Koht,  spoke. 

The  writers  feel  that  the  conference  was  important 
because  it  provided  an  opportunity  to  meet  many  im- 
j)ortant  businessmen  in  this  area  and  to  hear  their  view- 
points on  a  very  timely  subject,  i.e..  world  trade  and 
Virginia's  role  therein. 

It  seemed  to  be  a  consensus  of  the  participating  busi- 
nessmen that  a  world  in  which  trade  is  carried  on  with 
a  minimum  amount  of  lestrictions  is  essential  to  world 
peace,  ilr.  C.  D.  Johnson  summed  u]i  this  feeling  when 
he  said.  "If  goods  don't  cross  borders,  then  armies  will."

A.  Jones.  ]iresident  of  Union  Theologiral  Seminary  in 
Riclimond.  The  meetings  liegan  on  Sunday  morning. 
Xoveml)er  9.  and  extended  through  the  following  Thurs- 
day. Dr.  Jones  spoke  each  morning,  and  on  Sunday 
evening  to  the  young  people's  groups  at  the  Episcopal 
church  in  Farmville.  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  nights 
he  conducted  discussion  meetings  in  the  College  church. 

Monday  night  a  nine-man  team  assisted  Dr.  Jones  in 
leading  "bull  sessions'"  in  fraternity  luiuses  and  college 


buildings.  These  men,  all  eminent  in  their  field,  were, 
from  Union  Seminary,  Dr.  Frank  L.  Lewis,  professor 
of  Christian  ethics,  Mr.  W.  Priestley  Conyers,  3d.,  as- 
sociate executive,  Dr.  James  L.  Mays,  professor  of 
Hebrew  Scripture,  and  Dr.  William  B.  Oglesby,  pro- 
fessor of  pastoral  counseling;  from  the  Assembly's 
Training  School,  Dr.  Charles  S.  Kraemer,  president, 
and  Dr.  Eobert  F.  Boyd,  professor  of  Bible;  from  the 
Duke  Divinity  School,  Dr.  James  L.  Price,  ])rofessor  of 
religion,  and  Eev.  Charles  E.  Johnson,  Jr.,  chaplain; 
and  from  Lynchburg,  Rev.  William  W.  Williamson,  '39, 
pastor  of  the  Westminster  church. 

The  week's  meetings  closed  with  a  comniuniun  service 
Thursday  evening,  conducted  by  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Clower 
and  Dr.  Charles  F.  McRae  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Bible  department. 

This  unusually  fine  series  was  arranged  for  and  spon- 
sored by  the  Student  Christian  Association. 


Society   of  the  Cincinnati 
Establishes  Annual  Grant 

The  establishment  of  au  annual  grant  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  by  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  in  the 
State  of  Virginia  was  announced  in  November.  The  ap- 
propriation, amounting  to  five  hundred  dollars  a  year, 
is  to  be  used  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of 
history.  For  the  next  several  years  the  fund  will  prob- 
ably be  used  for  a  series  of  lectures  at  the  College.  How- 
ever, the  terms  of  the  grant  are  quite  flexible. 

Samuel  M.  Bemiss  of  Richmond,  chairman  of  the 
finance  committee  and  former  president  of  the  So- 
ciety, informed  the  College  of  the  grant.  The  Honor- 
able Walter  S.  Robertson.  Assistant  Secretary  of  State. 
is  president  of  the  Virginia  branch  of  the  Cincinnati. 

In  commenting  on  the  decision  of  the  patriotic  order 
to  make  the  annual  ai)])ro])riation,  Mr.  Bemiss  re- 
marked, "This  fellowship  was  created  to  encourage  in- 
terest in  American  history  and  to  strengthen  the  faith 
of  our  young  people  in  the  high  destiny  of  our  nation. 
The  investment  which  is  being  announced  will  yield 
abundantly  at  Hampden-Sydney  College." 

President  Joseph  C.  Robert  commented,  "In  a  sense, 
this  grant  might  be  considered  the  triumph  of  a  move 
initiated  in  the  vear  1803.  At  that  time  the  Colleee 
through  four  of  its  trustees  ])etitioned  the  Virginia  So- 
ciety of  the  Cincinnati  for  funds  which  eventually  went 
not  to  Hampden-Sydney,  but  to  one  of  our  esteemed  in- 
stitutions over  in  the  \'alley. 

"Perhaps  if  the  present  slate  of  officers  had  been  in 
charge  in  1803,  we  would  not  have  had  to  wait  a 
century  and  a  half.  Putting  hypothetical  considerations 
aside.  I  affirm  in  all  seriousness  that  we  are  profoundly 
grateful  for  the  statesmanlike  action  on  the  part  of  this 
Societv.  wliich  is  dedicated  to  preserving  our  national 
ideals.""

extend  a  i)ersonal  and  individual  welcome  to  a  majority 
of  the  visitors.  Where  else,  except  at  a  small  college, 
would  the  charming  young  wife  of  the  dean  be  found 
liinning  identification  cards  on  the  visitors,  making  her- 
self known  to  tliem.  and  bidding  them  welcome? 

The  actions  mentioned  may  be  more  or  less  usual 
at  any  small  college,  but  one  thing  occurred  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney Homecoming,  during  the  public  meeting, 
whirb   We  liclieve  is  uniqui'.

What  this  jiroves  we 
don't  know,  but  we  will  assume  that  it  was  meant  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  the  college  is  Church-supported 
and.  what  is  more  to  the  point.  Church-controlled.  The 
music  was  beautiful  and  we  have  no  criticism,  only 
amazement.  .  .  . 


With  this  pleasant  memory  in  our  minds  we  can  sing 
the  praises  of  the  small,  liberal  arts  college  with  en- 
thusiasm. At  colleges  like  Hampden-Sydney  the  student 
has  opportunities  which  are  of  incalculable  value  to  him. 
Litimate  contact  with  his  professors,  a  chance  to  know 
and  be  known  by  pi-actically  every  one  on  the  campus. 
op])ortunities  to  find  himself,  to  develop  and  nuituve  in  a 
friendly  atmosphere  and  to  pursue  his  studies  where 
extra-curricular  interests  are  not  so  numerous  as  to 
distract  from,  rather  than  sup'plement  his  academic 
work.  The  Church-controlled  college  has  the  added  ad- 
vantage of  exerting  upon  the  student  religious  in- 
fluence at  a  time  in  liis  life  when  it  is  ])robably  ]nost 
needed. 

So  we  are  strong  for  the  small.  lil>eral  arts.  Church- 
controlled  college,  not  necessarily  as  a  place  for  terminal 
education  but  as  a  training  ground  where  young  people 
can  obtain  a  broad  base  for  the  ])rofessions.  business, 
and  for  enjoyment  of  tlie  better  things  of  life,  what- 
ever their  vocations  may  be.  Long  live  Hampden- 
Svdnev !  Long  live  the  small  liberal  arts  colleyie  1

New  Student   Christian 
Association    Projects 

The  Student  Christian  Association  has  initiated  two 
new  and  sjiecific  ]irojects  as  service  to  the  college  and 
the  community. 

One  is  the  organization  of  quiet  periods  in  College 
Church  to  give  students  an  opportunity  to  step  from 
their  busy  midweek  schedules  into  a  worshi])ful  atmos- 
phere where  SCA  members  and  invited  guests  lead  in 
[irayer  and  reflection.  These  jieriods  occur  every  other 
Wednesday  evening  at  10:00  p.m. 

The  second  project  is  designed  to  interest  the  iliil- 
dren  in  the  rural  area  between  Hamjiden-Sydney  and 
Farmville  in  attending  Sunday  school.  There  is  no 
organized  church  in  this  area,  and  consequently  many 
young  people  are  denied  the  ojijiortunity  to  worshiji 
because  of  the  inconveniences  of  distance  and  lack  of 
transportation.  After  a  survey  of  the  area,  the  SCA 
has  obtained  volunteers  to  be  in  charge  of  transporta- 
tion to  and  from  the  College  Church.  As  a  result  five 
to  ten  children  from  this  rural  area  are  attending  the 
Sundav  morning  services  for  worship  eacli  week.

Progress  again  reared  its  head  on  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  campus  one  day  last  summer  when  the  sound  of 
a  siren  aroused  the  estivating  dwellers  of  the  com- 
munity from  their  ferial  meditations  and  a  majestic  red 
(ire  truck  drove  proudly  onto  the  scene,  not  for  the 
])ur])ose  of  quenching  a  sudden  conflagration,  but  as  a 
new  and  permanent  acquisition,  come  to  give  its  pro- 
tecting presence  to  college  and  (■(Hiuuunity  l)uildings 
aliKe. 

A  |iuinper  truck,  it  carries  over  1.000  feet  of  two  and 
M   half  incli   iiose.  laddev-;.  nozzles,  axes,  and  other  ac- 


cessories. It  was  purchased  by  the  College  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia  through  Woodrow  Wilson 
Rehai)ilitation  Center  at  Fishersville. 

A  capable  crew  of  fire  fighters  has  been  organized. 
Herman  Duncan,  superintendent  of  buildings  and 
grounds,  is  fire  chief,  with  Tommy  Hickman,  a  junior 
from  Painter,  as  assistant  chief.  Chief  Hickman  brings 
to  file  job  several  years  of  experience  as  a  home  com- 
munity fireman. 

Other  members  of  the  new  volunteer  department  are 
Claude  Pritchard,  college  business  numager.  Dean 
Charles  Vail,  Professor  Russ  MacDonald.  and  students 
Jim  Ferneyhough,  Dick  Clienery.  and  Bob  Thompson, 
the  last-named  being  a  mendier  of  tlie  Crewe  Fire  De- 
partment. 

There  is  no  truth  to  the  rumor  tliat  other  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  were  turned  down  for  the  dejiart- 
meut  because  their  subjects  were  too  dry. 

Members  of  the  Farmville  Fire  Department,  led  by 
Chief  Phillip  Gay,  tested  the  equi]iment  early  in  Oc- 
tober and  instructed  the  student-faculty  xolunteers  in 
its  most  etficieut  use.  Drills  have  continued,  and  in  No- 
vember the  truck  made  a  thrilling  run.  followed  by  dogs 
and  students,  down  Black  Bottom  way  to  quench  a 
threatening  brush  fire. 

The  equipment  is  housed  in  the  College's  new  garage 
and  maintenance  shops.  Fire  hydrants  were  installed 
about  the  campus  some  years  ago.  A  two-wheeled  cart 
carrying  hose  of  a  diameter  not  much  larger  than  that 
of  a  garden  hose  furnished  nominal  jn'otection  until 
help  could  arrive  from  Farmville. 

It  is  a  little  sad  to  reflect  that  if  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Fire  Department  had  been  in  existence  earlier, 
Mcllwaine  Hall  might  have  been  saved.

LETTER  FROM  ALUMNI 

W  hither   Scholarship? 

It  has  always  been  a  pleasure  to  visit  Hami)den- 
Sydney  at  Commencement,  but  as  "old  grads"  always 
like  to  reflect — "things  are  not  as  they  were  in  our  day" 
— the  girls  arriving  on  the  Hill  on  Saturday,  the  lei- 
surely Sunday,  the  Literary  Society  exercises,  the 
dances,  and  more  dances,  and  the  final  exercises. 

Sitting  in  the  Johns  Auditorium  this  year  listening 
to  the  pi'csentations  and  s|)eeches  read  from  nnuuiscrijits. 
the  t bought  suddeidy  came  to  nie — exactly  seventy  years 
ago  my  fatlier  delivered  a  Commencement  address  that 
was  coiniioscd,  mrmoi'i/icd.  and  ilcli\crrd  in  Ijatin.  The 
aiidieiiri'  ;it  that  time  probably  was  just  as  edified  bv 
tlir  Latin  as  was  the  1!).~)8  audience  bv  the  address  read 


so  carefully  by  the  young  man  who  was  so  unfortunate 
as  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  taking  time  from  the 
hustle  and  bustle  of  this  age  to  comjjose  a  sjjeecli.  .Vs  for 
Latin,  or  memorizing — perish  the  thought. 

Some  years  ago  a  full-page  ]iortrait  of  a  (lepai-te(l 
football  and  baseball  hero  was  pi'inted  in  Tiii-:  IIiccord 
along  with  a  fitting  eulogy.  I  know  the  hero  well,  as 
our  families  were  very  close.  He  was  a  powerful  man 
who  later  became  a  minister  and  foreign  missionary, 
but  I  am  not  sure  that  lie  ever  graduated  from  college: 
at  least  1  knew  he  was  no  scholar.  My  father  was  a 
good  football  player  of  the  eighteen-eighties,  ]dayed 
baseball  as  pitcher,  was  a  good  tennis  ])layer,  skater, 
etc.  He  was  a  first  honor  man,  knew  Hel)rew,  Greek, 
Sanskrit,  Latin,  translated  most  of  the  Bible  into  a 
foreign  tongue,  spoke  English  perfectly,  and  was  known 
to  speak  the  lang-uage  in  the  country  in  which  he  labored 
for  over  forty  years  more  perfectly  than  the  natives. 
Yet  upon  his  death  there  were  about  four  lines  in 
snuill  type  in  The  Record.  .  .  . 

This  is  no  criticism  of  The  Kecokd.  nor  an  expres- 
sion of  i)ique :  it  is  exactly  according  to  accepted  custom. 
P>ut  the  question  nuiy  Ije  asked — What  is  a  college? 
Having  taught  in  a  college  for  over  twenty-ti\e  years.  I 
still  cannot  answer  the  question.  .  .  . 

I  retired  from  teaching  early,  partly  because  it  wa.s 
impossible  to  pass  more  than  half  of  the  science  and 
engineering  students  in  nuithematics.  and  the  state- 
required  year  of  general  mathematics  for  the  liberal 
arts  students  had  become  a  sad  joke.  .\inl  all  this  at  a 
su]:)j)osedly  high-rating  college.  .  .  . 

I  have  a  young  relative  who  is  over  twenty-one.  who 
has  been  unable  or  unwilling  to  pass  successfully  a 
single  year  of  high  school  work,  has  no  high  school 
diploma,  and  yet  claims  that  his  application  has  been 
accepted  at  two  colleges.  Fortunately  for  all  concerned, 
the  draft  got  him  before  further  waste  of  time  and 
money. 

This  article  ])oints  to  no  solution,  for  1  know  of  none. 
But  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  Ham])den-Sydney  Col- 
lege, for  which  I  have  a  degree  of  atfection,  will  keej) 
its  enrollment  down  and  scholarshi])  up — an  almost  im- 
]wssible  task  these  days  when  the  Federal  Government 
seeks  to  control  educational  policies  everywhere,  by  force 
of  arms  if  necessary.  As  soon  as  Federal  money  is  ac- 
ce]ited.  control  will  follow. 

I  hope  I  will  not  be  considered  too  much  of  a  snob, 
but  I  can't  resist  quoting  Cicero  (not  in  Latin),  which 
may  or  may  not  be  approju'iate.  certainly  not  j)opular. 
■'Democracy  is  best  when  the  peojjle  are  virtuous,  wliich 
is  never;  besides,  it  is  vitiated  by  a  false  assum|ition  of 
equality."

Carlton  B.  Laiiig,  "40,  uf  Boston,  Mass..  was  aji- 
pointed  last  month  as  Director  of  the  Xational  liural 
Electric  Coo])erative  A.ssociation's  Retirement.  .Safety  & 
Insurance  Department. 

Born  in  Xorl'olk,  Va.,  Mr.  Laing  spent  his  early 
years  in  Virginia  and  West  Virginia.  His  father  was 
in  the  coal  husiness.  so  the  family  lived  "up  and  down 
railroad  lines"' — Huntington.  W.  \-a..  Richmond.  Nor- 
folk, and  Roanoke. 

After  graduating  from  John  Marshall  High  School 
in  Richmond,  Mr.  Laing  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege for  two  years,  followed  hy  two  years  at  the  College 
of  William  and  Mary  where  he  was  graduated  with  an 
A.B.  in  1040,  Phi  Beta  Kappa.

BKIGADIER  GENERAL  L.  HOLMES  GINN.  JR.,  '2.3 

Brig.  Gen.  L.  Holmes  Ginn,  Jr.,  '23  Retires 

Brig.  Gen.  L.  Holmes  Ginn.  Jr..  '23,  commanding 
general  of  William  Beaumont  Army  Hosi)ital.  El  Paso, 
Te.xas  retired  from  active  service  on  September  ;>(l.  1958. 

General  (iinn"s  retirement  marks  the  culmination  of 
a  long  and  colorful  career  of  over  31  years  in  the  Army 
Medical  Service  —  a  career  which  took  him  through  the 
battles  of  North  Africa,  Sicily.  Italy,  and  AVestern 
Euro])e  and  in  Korea. 
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Since  arriving  at  Beaumont  Hospital  a  little  more 
tlian  a  year  ago.  General  Ginn  has  made  a  wide  group 
of  friends  in  both  military  and  civilian  circles.  He  has 
l;een  active  in  many  military-civic  affairs  in  both  El 
Paso  and  Juarez. 

r])on  his  retirement,  General  Ginn  will  reside  at  321:! 
El  Morro  Eoad,  El  Paso,  Texas. 

One  of  the  most  highly  decorated  general  officers  in 
the  Army  Medical  Service,  General  Ginn  holds  11 
medals  and  11  campaign  stars  from  the  United  States, 
11  decorations  from  foreign  nations,  and  one  from  the 
United  Nations.  He  also  is  one  of  the  few  Medical  Cor]>s 
officers  who  have  attended  the  Infantry  School. 

General  Ginn  is  a  native  of  Berryville,  Va.,  and  re- 
ceived his  medical  degree  from  the  Jledical  College  of 
Virginia.  He  interned  at  Walter  Reed  Army  Hos]>ital 
in  Washington. 

While  assigned  to  the  7th  Cavalry  Brigade  (mech- 
anized) at  Fort  Kno.x,  Ky.,  he  developed  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  medical  service  for  armored  troops  and  the 
tnobile  surgical  truck  which  was  used  sucL-essfuly  by 
armored  units  throughout  World  War  II.  He  became 
the  first  surgeon  of  the  1st  Armored  Division  which 
was  activated  at  Fort  Ivnox  in  1910. 

The  general  served  with  the  1st  Armored  Division 
in  its  move  to  North  Ireland,  the  invasion  of  North 
Africa  in  1912,  and  the  campaign  in  Tunisia  in  191:3. 
He  was  then  assigned  to  Fifteenth  Army  Group,  which 
was  a  joint  United  States-British  Headquarters  com- 
manded by  Field  Marshal  Alexander,  as  senior  U.  S. 
Military  Medical  Officer  for  the  campaign  in  Sicily. 
Later.  General  Ginn  served  as  Surgeon  of  II  Cor])s 
in  Italy  and  of  the  Fifteenth  Army  in  Western  Europe. 

At  the  close  of  the  war,  he  was  assigned  the  responsi- 
bility of  establishing  the  "Cordon  Sanitaire"  or  quaran- 
tine of  the  Ehine  Eiver  to  stop  the  spread  of  ty})hus 
fever  to  Western  Europe.  The  mission  was  accom- 
plished successfully  and  he  was  awarded  the  United 
States  Typhus  Commission  Medal  for  his  work. 

In  1952  he  was  Surgeon  of  the  Eighth  U.  S.  Army 
in  Korea,  serving  in  this  position  until  the  summer 
of  1953.  One  of  the  highlights  of  his  duties  was  super- 
vision of  the  famous  prisoner  of  war  exchange  "Opera- 
tion Little  Switch." 

In  the  interim  between  World  War  II  and  Korea, 
General  Ginn  returned  to  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas, 
where  he  was  Senior  medical  representative.  Instructor 
in  Logistics  and  later  Assistant  Director.  Department 
of  Analysis  and  Research,  Command  and  General  Staff 
College.  Between  the  time  of  his  graduation  from  this 
college  in  1939  and  his  return  as  instructor,  his  five  as- 
signments were  in  the  senior  medical  position  in  the 
five  largest  tactical  organizations  of  the  U.  S.  Army  — 
brigade,  division,  Army  Group,  Army  Corps,  and  Field 
Army. 

General  Ginn  was  named  Surgeon  of  the  Fourth  U.S. 
Army  with  headquarters  at  Ft.  Sam  Houston  in  San 
Antonio  in  May  1955. 

He  is  member  of  the  Americal  Medical  Association. 
Association  of  Military  Surgeons,  the  Association  of 
the  U.  S.  Army,  Phi  Eho  Sigma,  medical  professional 
fraternity,  Kappa  Alpha  Order,  and  is  a  .■!2nd  degree 
j\Iason  and  a  Shriner. 

General  Ginn  has  four  children  and  three  grand- 
children. Robert,  11,  is  at  Houston,  (ieorge  is  a  senior 


architecture  student  at  the  University  of  Texas.  L.  H., 
Ill,  a  graduate  of  West  Point,  is  married  and  currently 
serving  in  the  83d  Airborne  Division  at  Fort  Bragg, 
N.  C.  His  daughter,  Mrs.  John  A.  Proffitt.  Ji-..  lives 
in  Richmond.  Va. 


J.  B.  Bittingers  Enjoy  World  Travel 

The  Rev.  and  ]\lrs.  John  Brooke  Bittinger,  '21  of 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  were  among  the  250  official  dele- 
gates of  the  US  Committee  of  International  Conference 
of  Social  Work  who  attended  the  Ninth  International 
(Conference  Social  Work  in  Tokyo,  Japan,  November 
30-Dec.  6.  1958  —  then  circled  the  globe  —  on  the 
way  home  —  with  Study  Abroad  Inc. 

After  an  orientation  meeting  in  Honolulu  Novem- 
ber 23-21,  the  tour  group  continued  by  air  to  Kyoto, 
Japan,  to  participate  in  background  seminars  that  gave 
an  insight  into  the  land  of  the  hosts  of  the  conference  in 
Tokyo.  The  theme  of  the  conference  was  "Mobilizing 
Resources  for  Social  Needs.'' 

The  1958-1959  Tokyo  Conference  World  Study  tour 
was  an  ideal  balance  between  the  time  devoted  to  pro- 
fessional contacts  in  nations  around  the  world,  many  of 
them  in  throes  of  transition,  and  the  hours  alloted  to 
sightseeing  at  selected  sites  of  exceptional  Ijeauty  and 
significance. 

In  Hongkong  a  visit  was  made  to  a  refugee  camp 
and  Bo  Lsung  Kuk  institution  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
slave  girls. 

Following  a  couple  of  days  in  Singapore  two  days 
were  spent  in  Rangoon,  Burma,  where  a  complete  survey 
of  this  new  country  in  a  key  location  at  the  crossroads 
of  the  Far  East,  India,  and  Communist  China  was  made. 

Flying  to  Delhi  for  a  week's  stay,  a  two-day  con- 
ference with  government  officials  and  jirofessional  per- 
sonnel was  on  the  agenda. 

In  Bombay,  India's  most  important  commercial 
and  industrial  center,  there  were  two  more  days  of  con- 
ferences with  Indian  colleagues,  and  visits  to  urban 
social  work  organizations  in  this  crowded  city. 

Professional  contacts  and  luncheon  or  dinner  engage- 
ments continued  to  be  made  in  all  of  the  major  centers : 
Cairo,  Athens.  Rome,  London,  and  Paris :  but  for  the 
Bittingers,  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Holy  Land  and 
spend  Christmas  Eve  in  Bethlehem  was  the  realization 
of  fondest  hopes. 

Mr.  Bittinger,  who  also  is  in  charge  of  religious  ser- 
vices and  activities  at  ilartha  O'Bryan  Settlement 
House,  served  three  and  a  half  years  as  chaplain  in  the 
U.S.  Navy,  one  year  of  which  was  aboard  a  transport  in 
the  Pacific. 

Mrs.  Bittinger,  who  has  a  Master  of  Science  degree  in 
Social  Work  from  University  of  Tennessee  School  of 
Social  Work,  is  Director  of  Social  Services  for  Monroe 
Harding  Children's  Home.  She  has  had  fourteen  years 
of  professional  experience  with  various  Nashville  social 
agencies.  During  World  War  II  she  was  also  Director  of 
the  Enlisted  Glen's  Service  Club  at  Nashville  .\rmy  Air 
Center. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bittinger  were  scheduled  to  arrive  in 
New  York  January  10  by  jet  from  London,  reaching 
Nashville  in  time  for  Mr.  Bittinger  to  occupy  his  pulpit 
at  Second  Presbvterian  Cliurch  Sundav,  Januarv  11.

The  July  1958  issue  of  The  Record  carried  an  article  on  honors 
received  by  Professor  Hardy  Cross.  An  additional  honor  has 
recently  been  received  by  h'm.  At  the  fiftieth  anniversary  cele- 
bration of  the  British  Institution  of  Structural  Engineers,  held  in 
Manchester,  England,  the  Gold  Medal  award  was  presented  to 
Professor  Cross.  This  award  has  been  made  only  three  times  in 
the   past   thirty-five   years. 

1909 

The  following  letter  has  been  received  from  Mrs.  S.  B.  Hannah 
concerning  her  husband,  the  Reverend  Samuel  B.  Hannah. 
Florence,  Arizona:  ".  .  .  On  October  16  he  had  a  heart  attack, 
followed  by  cerebral  hemorrhage  and  paralysis  of  left  side.  Now, 
December  10,  he  is  still  unconscious  and  the  attending  physicians 
give  us  no  encouragement  that  he  will  ever  be  well.

We  had  hoped  to  go  back  to  Virg'nia  in  '61  for  our  50lh  wedding 
anniversary.  God  bless  Hampden-Sydney  and  the  influence 
exerted   there   to   build   Christian   character." 


1910 

Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Richmond  physician,  was  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  meeting  of  the  Jamestown  Society  in  Richmond  on 
November  16.  The  society  is  composed  of  descendants  of  early 
Jamestown  Colony  settlers.  Dr.  Blanton  traced  the  development 
of  population  in  the  colony  and  discussed  the  diseases  which 
were   the   greatest  deterrent   to  the  growth  of   the  colony. 

Dr.  Blanton  is  the  president  of  the  Historic  Richmond  Founda- 
tion. This  group  owns  seventeen  of  the  approximately  seventy 
pre-Civil  War  houses  in  the  area  and  is  restoring  them  as  rapidly 
as    funds   become    available.

1914 

Classroom  tests  of  closed  circuit  television  instruction  began 
this  fall  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond.  Dr.  Ernest 
Trice  Thompson  appeared  on  the  screen  to  half  the  students  in 
his  class  as  he  lectured  on  church  history.  The  other  students 
sat  before  h'm  in  the  classroom.  At  the  end  of  the  quarter,  tests 
will  be  made  to  compare  the  ratings  of  the  two  groups  and  then 
the  groups  will  be  reversed  to  test  the  results.  This  is  the  first 
class  to  receive  this  type  of  instruction,  although  single  lectures 
have  at  times  been  given  over  TV. 

A  new  $620,000  Activities  Building  has  been  dedicated  by  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Charleston,  West  Virginia.  Guest 
preacher  for  the  occasion  was  Dr.  Thompson,  processor  of  church 
history  and  church  polity  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond. Dr.  Thompson  is  the  son  of  Dr.  Ernest  Thompson,  "who  for 


thirty-six  years  was  minister  of  Charleston's  First  Church.  The 
present  church  sanctuary  and  educational  building  "were  con- 
structed during  his  ministry. 

1914 

Friends  of  William  I.  Owen,  Festus,  Missouri,  have  been  dis- 
tressed to  learn  that  he  has  not  yet  fully  recovered  from  a  stroke 
suffered   several   years   ago.

1917 

Dr.  Thomas  H.  McGavack,  in  a  letter  to  Dr.  Robert,  writes: 
"There  is  no  better  place  for  the  gift  we  can  spare  than  Hampden- 
Svdney  College,  rich  as  it  is  not  only  in  tradition,  but  also  in 
the  truly  educational  and  morale  building  qualities  which  make 
world  leaders.  While  the  college  has  been  personified  in  the 
last  sentence,  my  personal  experiences  of  college  and  post- 
college  days  make  me  fully  realize  that  the  real  spirit  of 
Hampden-Sydney  was  developed  and  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  years  by  the  hearts,  minds,  and  souls  of  a  con- 
secrated group  of  teachers,  nor  can  the  roles  of  the  church  and 
the  calibre  of  young  men  entering  Hampden-Sydney  be  ignored. 
However,  nothing  can  contribute  the  distinctive  "human  touch" 
which  is  Hampden-Sydney  save  the  dedicated  lives  of  its  teachers, 
dedicated  not  only  to  service  in  the  class  room,  but  to  the  mingling 
with  and  intimately  influencing  the  youth  entrusted  to  their 
guidance.  1  hope  both  the  Alumni  Fund  and  the  greater  'develop- 
ment  program'   progress  beyond   your   fondest  expectations." 


1918 

The  University  of  North  Carolina  School  of  Medicine  has  been 
awarded  $10,000  in  a  grant  from  the  Hemo-Cardiac  Foundation, 
Incorporated.  The  president  of  this  foundation  is  F.  C.  Owen. 
retired   lawyer  of   Durham,   North  Carolina. 

The  Hemo-Cardiac  Foundation,  Incorporated,  is  a  non-profit 
North  Carolina  corporation.  The  services  rendered  by  its  four- 
teen members,  directors,  and  offices  are  entirely  voluntary.  It 
was  organized  to  encourage  and  promote  research  into  and 
study   of   the   causes    of   cancer   and   circulatory   diseases. 

Three  years  ago  the  Southern  Historical  Association  established 
the  Charles  S.  Sydnor  prize  competition  of  $500  for  the  best  book 
in  Southern  History.  This  is  a  memorial  prize  honoring  Dr. 
Sydnor,  who  died  February  27,   1954. 

1919

The  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Huntington,  West  Virginia, 
celebrated  its  fiftieth  anniversary  on  October  18-19,  1958.  The 
Reverend  Vernon  L.  Fisher  is  pastor  of  this  church.  An  attractive 
goldbound  historical  sketch  of  the  church  and  its  present  activities 
has  been  received  by  the  Alumni  Office.  This  httle  volume  is 
dedicated  to  the  many  Christians  who  have   served  God   through 
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the  channels  of  Second  Church  since  its  es'abUshment  in   1908. 

Today  the  Second  Church  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equip- 
ped in  West  Virginia,  with  a  sanctuary  seating  approximately  BOG 
persons  at  one  lime.  There  are  a  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool. 
and  the  gymnasium  is  said  to  be  large  enough  to  accommodate 
four  times  the  present  membership  of  over  450  persons. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Fisher  began  his  work  at  this  church  on 
May  18,  1949,  and  has  proved  to  be  a  diligent  and  consecrated 
leader.

Virginia.  Upon  his  arrival  in  Richmond  he  immediately  became 
active  in  numerous  fields  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
counted  by  his  friends  as  one  of  the  most  active  of  the  com- 
munity's civic  and  business  leaders.  His  principal  business  was 
the  Virginia  Folding  Box  Company,  in  which  he  was  assoc'ated 
with  Lewis  G.  Chewning,  '27.  Together  they  bought  the  A.  S. 
Kratz  Company,  Incorporated,  in  1951  and  formed  the  new  com- 
pany. He  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  State 
Planters  Bank  of  Commerce  and  Trusts,  of  Miller  &  Rhoads,  and  of 
the  West  Virginia  Pulp  and  Paper  Company.  Other  activities 
included  membership  on  the  board  of  directors  of  Retreat  for  the 
Sick  Hospital,  Crippled  Children's  Hospital,  the  Richmond  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  the  Virginia  Museum  of  Fine  Arls.  He  was  a 
trustee  of  the  Richmond  Community  Hospital.  He  formerly  was  a 
director  of  the  Virginia  Trust  Company,  the  Virginia-Carol-na 
Chemical  Corporation,  and  the  Albemarle  Paper  Manufacturing 
Company. 

Mr.  Gray  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Richmond  and  served  as  an  elder.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
finance    committee    of    Union    Theological    Seminary,    a    member    of 
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the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  as  well  as  a 
trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney,  to  which  office  he  was  appointed  in 
1949.

"There  was  no  ostentation  in  him.  He  and  his  famUy  lived 
quietly,  comfortably,  serenely."

On  the  bright  side  was  a 
fine  crop  of  freshmen,  ])robal:)ly  one  of  the  very  best  in 
years.  With  a  great  deal  of  lineup  juggling.  Coach  Thai- 
man  was  able  to  field  a  .starting  team  of  lettermen  by 
the  time  the  first  game  rolled  around. 

A  new  feature  appeared  on  the  '58  pigskin  schedule 
of  the  Tigers.  That  was  the  a])pcarance  of  Hampden- 
Svdney  in  Petersburg,  playing  Emory  and  Henry  in  the 
Petersburg  City  Stadium.  It  was  the  Tigers'  home  game, 
and  it  was  billed  as  one  of  the  state's  top  small  college 
tilts  of  the  year.  Pre-game  ticket  sales  made  the  game 
a  success,  but  an  unfortunate  day-long  rain  helcl  the 
crowd  down  to   1  .oOO. 

The  Bengals  opened  the  season  at  Harrisonburg,  tak- 
ing on  the  Bridgewater  College  Eagles.  Hampden-Syd- 
ney  won  the  contest  14-0  as  Jim  Felty  caught  a  Tommy 
Davis  pass  for  the  first  score  early  in  the  game,  and 
.Jimmy  Slaughter  tallied  late  in  the  contest  to  ice  the 
Little  Eight  and  Mason-Dixon  win  for  Hampden-Syd- 
ney. 

Trailing  ViO-li  in  the  fourth  quarter  at  Petersburg 
against  Emory  and  Henry  the  Tigers  gave  a  tremendous 
disjilay  of  courage  and  "never  say  die"  attitude.  The 
team  ])ut  on  a  great  comeback  ett'ort  before  having  time 
run  out  with  the  Bengals  on  the  short  end  of  a  36-22 
score.  Billy  Benson  ignited  the  H-S  comeback  with  a 
•■)l-yard  TD  run.  Moments  later  he  passed  for  another 
score  and   then   ran   (lie  extra  point.   E\('rvone  felt  that

had  the  Tigers  had  more  time,  they  would  have  pulled 
this  one  out. 

After  a  week  ofi'.  the  annual  Homecoming  game  found 
Hampden-Sydne^'  opposing  the  powerful  Sewanee 
Tigers.  The  game  was  much  closer  tiian  the  44-20 
Sewanee  victory  would  indicate.  Sewanee  went  on  to  an 
undefeated  season,  and  Hamjiden-Sydney  had  the  con- 
solation of  knowing  that  it  had  scored  2o  of  the  28 
])oints  .scored  on  Sewanee  all  season. 

For  their  next  two  games  the  Tigers  invaded  ilary- 
land,  and  both  times  brought  home  victories.  At  West- 
minister, taking  on  the  Western  JIaryland  (ireen  Ter- 
rors. Hampden-Sydney,  on  the  strength  of  three  touch- 
down scampers  by  Billy  Benson,  garnered  a  22-6  tri- 
umph. The  following  week  in  Baltimore  the  Tigers 
routed  a  previously  unbeaten  Johns  Hopkins  team  34-8. 
The  game  was  a  real  team  victory  as  Coach  Thalnian 
used  36  men  in  registering  the  impressive  victory. 

Returning  to  friendly  Death  Valley,  the  Tigers'  next 
opponent  was  a  highly  touted  North  Carolina  neighbor, 
the  Guilford  College  Quakers.  In  a  tremendous  defensive 
battle.  Ilampdcn-Sydney  scored  a  ])leasing  6-0  win. 
.V  Tommy  Davis  aerial  to  Billy  licMson  c(i\eiiiig  21 
yards  was  the  game's  only  score. 

Again  at  home  and  facing  arch-rival  liandolph- 
Macon,  the  Tigers  experienced  one  of  those  unfortunate 
days  when  nothing  seemed  to  go  right.  Billy  Benson's 
85-yar(l  return  for  a  touchdown  on  the  opening  kickoff 
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gave  the  Tigers  an  early  lead,  and  the  Tiger  faithful 
seemed  to  be  in  for  a  pleasant  afternoon.  However,  a 
tired-up  Jacket  team  made  it  a  dark  day  at  Death  Valley 
l)y  downing  the  Bengals  23-20.  The  loss  knocked  the 
Tige-s  out  of  both  the  Little  Eight  and  Mason-Dixon 
championships,  which  went  instead  to  the  victorious 
Jackets  from  Ashland. 

In  a  real  display  of  courage  the  Tigers  showed  that 
they  could  get  back  up,  and  the  following  week  beat  a 
strong  Washington  and  Lee  team  12-6  in  Lexington. 
Benson  ran  85  yards  for  tlie  winning  score.  To  close 
the  season,  the  Tigers  returned  to  Death  Valley  to  take 
on  a  new  opponent — Pennsylvania  Military  College.  The 
northern  power  from  Chester,  Pa.,  had  been  beaten  but 
once  in  the  season.  In  what  was  called  one  of  the  best 
game  ever  seen  at  Death  Valley,  the  Tigers  closed  the 
1958  season  on  a  haj)]n"  note  bv  beating  the  Cadets  of 
P.  M.  C.  24-18. 

In  retrospect,  much  credit  for  the  season  must  be 
uiven  to  the  coaching  staff  headed  by  Coach  Tbalman. 
who  was  assisted  by  Stokeley  Fulton,  Claude  Jlilam. 
and  Mont  Linkenauger.  These  men  did  an  outstanding 
job  with  the  team,  and  over  the  past  several  season  have 
given  this  small  college,  football  teams  of  an  excellent 
qualitv,  and  teams  in  which  everyone  can  well  take 
pride. 

Also  much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  team  itself — 
from  the  starters  to  the  second  and  third  stringers.  Its 
play,  fine  attitude,  and  courage  made  it  an  outstanding 
and  fine  representative  of  Hampden-Sydney.

Post-Season  Awards 

Leading  a  series  of  post-season  awards  for  the  Tigers 
was  the  Associated  Press"  selection  of  Hampden-Syd- 
ney s  star  halfback  flash  Billy  Benson  for  its  second 
I  string  Little  All-America  team.  Gaining  honorable  men- 
tion All-America  were  Jack  Harrington.  Bill  Richmond, 
and  Tommy  Davis. 

The  sensational  Benson  has  been  an  outstanding  per- 
former for  the  Bengals  over  the  last  three  seasons.  The 
5'  9",  165-pound  junior  from  Richmond  has  copped 
the  state  scoring  title  for  the  past  two  seasons  with  66 
points  in  '57  and  61  points  in  '58. 

The  speedster,  who  does  the  hundred  in  9.8  and  the 
1  220  in  21.9,  was  a  terror  to  the  opposition  this  season 
with  his  shifty  breakaway  downfleld  running.  His  yards 
per  carry  average  was  an  amazing  7.8. 

Benson  was  also  recipient  of  the  Bedford  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Trophy  for  the  best  sportsman 
in  the  Little  Eight,  emblematic  of  the  state's  top  small- 
college  performer.  He  was  also  selected  to  first  string 
births  on  botii  the  Little  Eight  and  ilason-Dixon  all- 
conference  teams. 

Also  named  to  the  Mason-Dixon  team  were  end  Jim 
Felty  and  guard  Jack  Harrington.  Felty  is  a  senior  from 
Covington  and  has  been  an  outstanding  end  for  the 
Tigers  for  the  past  four  season,s.  He  did  a  fine  job  as 
captain  of  this  year's  squad.  He  also  earned  a  place  on 
the  All  Little-Eight  squad.  Jack  Harrington  proved  to 
lie  one  of  the  finest  linemen  in  small  college  circles  this 


year.  A  consistent  performer,  the  strong  blocker  and 
tackier  also  earned  a  first-string  berth  on  the  All-Little- 
Eight  team  as  well  as  honorable  mention  Little  All- 
America.  Jack  is  a  junior  and  hails  from  Farmville. 

Bill  Richmond,  named  to  the  Little  Eight  and  honor- 
able mention  Little  All-America,  played  a  great  role  in 
the  Tigers'  success  this  season.  Converted  from  end  by 
Coat-li  Thalnian.  Bill  proved  to  be  a  real  terror  to  Tiger 
op]K)sition.  An  outstanding  performer,  Richmond  is  a 
senior  and  hails  from  St.  Paul. 

Tommy  Davis,  earning  honorable  mention  on  both  the 
Little  Eight  and  Little  Ail-American  squads,  was  truly 
outstanding  for  the  Bengals  this  season.  Stepping  into 
the  shoes  vacated  by  All-America  Bobby  Furr.  Rich- 
monder  Davis  proved  to  be  a  sensational  triple  threat, 
second  total  offense  leader,  and  an  outstanding  lilocker 
and  tackier.  Tommy  jirobably  ranks  as  one  of  the  to]i 
all-around  ball  players  in  H-S  history. 

Also  earning  mention  on  the  Little  Eight  squad  Merc 
Marshall  Ebert  and  Larry  Smith.  Smith  is  a  senior  and 
has  given  four  years  of  outstanding  play  to  the  team. 
The  lanky  6'  2"  senior  from  Surt'olk  has  proved  him- 
self to  be  a  good  target  for  Tiger  quarterbacks.  Ebert. 
a  junior  from  Lynchburg,  was  a  sjjarkplug  of  the  Tiger 
line  this  year.  Hampered  by  a  knee  injury  of  the  sea- 
son, Marshall  still  ])roved  to  be  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  Tiger  forward  wall.
